So much has been said about the educational program during 
this time of needed economies in all agencies of government that it 
is appropriate to consider briefly the position of music. 

Small and large school districts, entire counties and even cities, 
we are told in the current magazines, are about bankrupt, and have 
been compelled in some instances to close all their schools for the 
remainder of the year, or reduce the school months, or curtail the 
program. Legislators are crying against the "fads" in education, 
among which are classed the so-called special subjects of Music, 
Art, Health Education, Commerce, Shop and Home Economics. It 
is a pity that the term "special subject" has been applied to these 
studies more recently added to the school curriculum. These are 
not "special", but just as regular and orderly and as necessary a 
part of education, cultural and practical, as are any of the subjects 
offered in the elementary, secondary, or higher institutions, with 
the exception of English, the language which has to be used by 
every American boy and girl to receive and to express his ideas. 

The life of many a child has been enlarged, enriched, made 
more enjoyable and practical by the study of music. So universal 
has come to be the acceptance of this fact that parents insist on the 
retention of music in the school program ; progressive superinten- 
dents, principals, and school boards are in accord, so that music 
education is probably one of the last activities of the so-called 
"special subjects" that will suffer complete curtailment in any en- 
forced economy program of the present, or any impairment what- 
ever in the future stabilized school curriculum.

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Music and Leisure 

(By OSBOURNE McCONATHY, Formerly Director of Public 
School Music Department, Northwestern University.) 

Possibly the first thing of which we ought to convince ourselves 
is that there really is an era of leisure before us. Unemployment 
is with us now — but that is not leisure. Leisure somehow implies 
that our material needs are supplied, and that there still is time 
for other interesting activities. Neither must we confuse leisure 
with idleness — for leisure suggests doing something for its own 
sake rather than for gain, while idleness means stagnation. 

We are living in a wonderful age of invention, where science 
and the machine have so multiplied the needful things of life that 
the world is buried under an overwhelming surplus. It is a strange 
paradox that so many are reduced to poverty because of the world's 
over-production. The great problem is so to distribute our abun- 
dance that all may share. We cannot go back to the old days of 
individual hand labor, even should we so desire. The world moves 
forward, and we must go on to even greater employment of science 
and machine. All this inevitably means increasing leisure. 

The coming era of greater leisure is NEW, in that we are 
living in and are witnessing one of the greatest and most momen- 
tous changes in all the world's history, far more significant than 
the discovery of the wheel or the invention of printing. The signif- 
icant fact which we must strive to grasp is that we are abandoning 
the concept of production as the fundamental objective of life, and 
are gradually discovering the idea of inner growth as the primary 
purpose of living. 

Throughout all the ages, from the very dawn of humanity, the 
chief aim of life has been to produce. Work has always been extolled 
not only as a law of necessity, but as one of the highest virtues. 
Work was the common heritage of high and low, the panacea of 
ills, the road to success. The productive man, who accumulated this 
world's goods, was the man most honored and respected. True, from 
time to time great prophets have risen who have strived to point 
the way to a higher life, but stern necessity has held man's hand to 
the plow and his back to the burden. And now thei machine has 
come, and has forced us to learn the lesson which the prophets could 
not make us understand, 
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Of course this does not mean that there is to be no work in the 
world. Far from it. There will always be work — lots and lots of 
work. But it really seems that the time may come — and not so far 
away — when changes of tremendous importance will affect the 
relationship of work to life. In the first place, the drudgery, the 
soulless toil, will be reduced to a minimum. There still must be toil, 
but the hours will be shortened, and the years when any man must 
strain and strive will be lessened. Second, we will learn better how 
to distribute work as well as the returns from work, so that each 
one will find the occupation for which he is best fitted, the part he 
can play in the world's work with the greatest zest and enthusiasm. 
And third, we will learn that avocations, hobbies, creative interests 
which elevate the soul, are far more important to a rich life than 
are material possessions and power over others. 

Here in America especially we have held tenaciously to the 
ancient tenets of the place of work in a worthy life. Our pioneer- 
ing ancestors were forced to struggle for their very existence. 
There was little place in their lives for the softening graces of cul- 
ture, and so they came to regard the arts with a kind of suspicious 
scorn. Their stern philosophy still grips our spirit, and we still find 
it very hard to conceive of anything more to be commended than 
productive toil. 

What, then, is the nature of this new era which robs us of our 
heritage of labor ; what is the nature of the problems to be solved 
before we can enter the larger life? Possibly they may be consid- 
ered as chiefly under two headings: First, we must somehow 
find ways to distribute the necessities of life — food, clothing, shel- 
ter — on some higher principle than merely as a return for toil. Sec- 
ond, we must turn the minds of men away from the idea of material 
gain to the ideal of self-realization as the great objective of living. 

The first of these problems is outside the scope of this article. 
Yet I venture to suggest that as difficult as it will be to develop a 
new and entirely different economic order, that problem of mere 
facts and figures is infinitely simpler than the problem of re-mak- 
ing men's hearts and minds. 

Yet in this latter field we are not without backgrounds on 
which to build. Throughout the ages we find that man was never 
been content to shape his implements for service only — he has al- 
ways added touches of his own aesthetic spirit to even the most 
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material things. Pottery, for instance, has always meant more 
than mere bowls for holding food and drink — it has been a medium 
for the expression of sense of beauty. There have been artists in 
every age. Folk lore, folk song, folk art, folk dance have always 
existed side by side with the stress of daily toil, and have given 
spiritual and aesthetic release to mankind. 

Today, faced with a surplus not only of material things but 
also of time, we must turn to these fundamental media of self-ex- 
pression as the very basis of living in the coming civilization. The 
modern developments of these primitive art forms are so infinitely 
varied and expanded that everyone can find some phases of them 
which may serve his own urges for self-expression. Today there 
are also vast fields of scientific adventure which can be added to 
the list of creative, imaginative opportunities for man to find self- 
realization. Release from economic pressure will leave us confront- 
ed with a bewildering array of choices, in which it is the function 
of the new education to help us find our own happiest selection of 
interests. 

To those of us who are concerned with music education, the 
new order presents both a challenge and an opportunity. How can 
music best be made to fill the significant place in life for which we 
are convinced it is supremely fitted? How may we do our part in 
bringing about the new life conditions? And how may we help those 
about us, old and young, to see the vision of what music can do for 
life and to grow to a realization of that vision? These, truly, are 
challenging problems, to which we must set ourselves with all the 
earnest, unselfish enthusiasm we can command. But what an op- 
portunity is here offered us to press forward in this field of our 
own choosing ! 

There last few years have been hard ones for all of us. In the 
stern battle for survival, many have urged that we throw away the 
very things which we believe most necessary to the finer life. They 
would strip education of all but facts and figures, would sacrifice 
the soul for the body. But, happily, wiser counsel is gradually pre- 
vailing. The so-called "fads and frills" are becoming recognized in 
their true light, and the stone which so many builders would have 
rejected is surely becoming the chief corner-stone. The cultural 
arts, especially music, are being recognized as the very essence of 
educational development toward the finer life. 
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Why is music thus elevated to a place of first importance 
among the essential subjects in education? For many reasons, 
most of them easily understood and appreciated by every unbiased 
person. In the first place, music appeals to everyone. True, the 
appeal differs greatly, both in kind and in degree. This fact, how- 
ever, is all to the good, for it shows how universal music really is. 
Then, music offers possibilities for the most diversified types of 
participation. Our coming era must present manifold opporunities 
for varied activities. Leisure is not a static thing, it must be alive 
in order really to function. Music is life itself. Moreover, music 
is all things to all men. To the joyful it is added joy, to the sor- 
rowing it is solace; to the thinker it is highest science, to those who 
feel it is deepest emotion ; to the lonely it is rich company, while in 
the social group it welds men's hearts in tender ties. Finally, music 
is not a thing to be discovered only though long search and painful 
effort. It is here and now. The untaught person thrills to its 
tones, and yet one may search its depths and never find the end. 

I have not thought to offer plans and blue-prints as to how to 
go about our work. There is no one royal road, but rather there are 
many highways, each with its own beauties and advantages. But if 
only we who would teach music can get the vision of what some day 
it may mean to many by realizing in ourselves the things which it 
may mean to one, then may we hope to become worthy of our high 
calling.
